‘Tue Opera of Clari was produced-on Saturday evening, for the pur- 
pose of putting Miss Paton into the possession of that line of charac- 
ters, hitherto sustained with so much interest by Miss M. Tree, now 
Mrs. Bradshaw. To say that Miss Paton at all rivaled the former 
lady in the delicate and pathetic touches which we are accustomed to 
identify with the part of Clari, would be gross flattery. Where a dash 
and certain conscious dignity are requisite, we know that Miss Paton 
can dispute the palm with all the syrens of the day; yet, she wants 
these soft and tender tones, those heart- “piercing accents, that almost 
exclusively belonged to her predecessor in this part. Nevertheless, 
we cannot withhold our praise from the absolute superiority with 
eye she gave her songs. The bravura was an admirable specimen 

f brilliance and scientific judgment. With Mr. Duruset’s Jocoso, 
Mr. Power’s Duke, and Miss Love’s Vespina, the ‘piece was well re- 
ceived. A word may not be amiss to Miss Love : she greatly overacts 
Vespina, and draws too largely on the indulgence of an audience, al- 
ways too ready to tolerate the drolleries of pretty young ladies. The 
Farce, if so it may be termed, Zhe Scape-Goat, from the pen of Mr. 
Poole, followed. The plot of this little piece has already been given ; 
we think it went off, altogether, more agreeably on this occasion, 
from the circumstance of the performers being somewhat more mature 
in their parts. Miss Jones, and her sister, Miss A. Jones, are really 
girls of talent, and promise to become valuable acquisitions to the 
corps. Charles the Second finished the entertainments—The house 
was excéedingly well attended.

The Wager was repeated at this house on Saturday evening, but 
by the appearance of the house, verifying our anticipations. In truth 
there is much merit in the compesition of the music, and though un- 
favorably produced, inasmuch as it had evidently been brought forth 
without the requisite rehearsals ; yet it bas so far gained on our good 
opinion, that we could really feel amused by the piece, notwithstand- 
ing its entire want of novelty as a dramatic production. We really 
feel for the situation of the many talented composers attached to this 
establishment, who have nought whereon to exercise their ability. — 
We have already expressed our surprise that Miss Cubitt was allotted 
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to the prima dennaship on this occasion, but we have discovered that 
there is a dispute pending relative to that lady’s “ Managers.” It 
appears she objected, and we think very properly, to go on in the cho- 
ruses in RomeoandVuliet, &c. for which. she has been fined the week’s 
salary. This proceeding may be all very well, if the oppressed par- 
ties will submit to it—yct it should be remembered that Miss Graddon 
never had a voice in the formation of such a law, and as this law, by 
whomsoever created. can only be private in its influence, we applaud 
Miss Graddon’s. resolution in bringing the circumstance to a legal. issue. 
Thus it is, we believe, that we are at present deprived of this young: 
Jady’s valuable talent. The Opera of the evening went off with some 
applause, which, indeed, was well deserved, from the excellent acting 
of Harley, Dowton, and Miss Kelly, and the almost respectable sing- 
ing of Mr. Horn— The Sleep Walker, and Turn Out, coucluded the 
amusements.
